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FIRE  DESTROYS  GCN  OFFICE 

Arson  Suspected  in  Seven-Alarm  Blaze

BOSTON,  July  7 — A  seven-alarm  fire  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  the  work  of  arsonists  swept  through 
the  Bromfield  Street  offices  of  Gay  Community 
News,  Fag  Rag,  and  Glad  Day  Bookstore  early 
this  morning,  leaving  little  but  ashes  and  debris 
in  its  path.  The  fire,  which  struck  on  the  eve  of 
GCN’s  tenth  year  of  publication,  also  destroyed 
several  artists’  lofts  on  the  upper  floors  of  the 
building.  Two  firefighters  were  reported  injured 
during  the  attempt  to  extinguish  the  blaze,  and 
several  persons  in  the  lofts  had  to  be  rescued 
from  fire  escapes. 


At  a  hastily-arranged  afternoon 
press  conference,  GCN  Managing 
Editor  Cindy  Patton  said  that  “al¬ 
though  the  fire  department  says 
the  fire  was  of  indeterminate  ori¬ 
gin,  we  believe  it  started  as  a  result 
of  arson  —  arson  for  profit  or  ar¬ 
son  for  political  vengeance.” 

“In  recent  months,  while  Bos¬ 
ton’s  vice  squad  has  been  out  raid¬ 
ing  gay  bars,  there  have  been  an 
increasing  number  of  attacks  on 
gay  men  and  lesbians  in  the 
streets,”  Patton  explained.  “The 
attacks,  raids,  and,  we  believe, 
this  fire,  are  symptoms  of  a  wor¬ 
sening  climate  of  homophobia, 
racism,  anti-semitism  and 
sexism.”  t 

Patton  and  other  members  of 
the  GCN  staff  said  it  was  too  early 
to  decide  who  might  be  responsi¬ 
ble  for  setting  the  fire.  The  paper 
had  received  no  threats  warning  it 
of  the  fire. 

The  fire  gutted  both  sides  of  the 
GCN  office,  which  is  divided  by  a 
brick  fire  wall.  Office  furniture 
and  equipment  such  as  desks, 
chairs  and  typewriters  were 
destroyed  or  severely  damaged. 
The  entire  inventory  of  Fag  Rag 
and  GCN  back  issues,  including 
some  now-rare  issues,  was  de¬ 
voured  by  the  flames.  Across  the 
hall.  Glad  Day  Bookstore  suffered 
water  and  smoke  damage. 

Files  maintained  in  metal  file 
cabinets  and  desk  drawers  largely 
survived  the  heat  and  flames,  al- 


hough  most  sustained  moderate 
damage  from  smoke  and  water. 
Much  of  the  news  files,  photo 
files,  advertising  and  financial 
records  appears  to  be  salvageable. 

Confidential  mailing  lists  are 
maintained  at  a  separate  location 
and  are  safe,  and  all  confidential 
files  have  been  removed  to  a  safer 
location. 

Firefighters  at  the  scene  told 
GCN  staff  members  the  fire 
started  near  the  rear  windows  of 
the  offices  where  the  Fag  Rag  col¬ 
lective  sublets  a  small  space. 
Pieces  of  molten  metal  and  glass 
found  near  the  windows  testified 
to  the  intensity  of  the  blaze. 

The  rear  windows  of  the  office 
open  onto  a  fire  escape  which  pro¬ 
vides  access  to  an  adjoining  alley. 
In  September  of  1978,  shortly 
after  an  appearance  in  Boston  by 
anti-gay  crusader  Anita  Bryant, 
vandals  broke  through  the  same 
windows  and  ransacked  the  GCN 
office.  Although  protective  bars 
had  since  been  installed  in  those 
windows,  it  appears  that  arsonists 
may  have  climbed  the  fire  escape 
and  tossed  an  incendiary  device 
between  the  bars. 

Not  far  from  the  window,  a 
hole  was  burned  into  the  floor, 
possibly  where  an  incendiary  de¬ 
vice  had  landed. 

Ironically,  the  fire  escape  lead¬ 
ing  to  the  rear  of  the  office  under¬ 
went  extensive  repair  about  two

A  Personal  Account: 
Down  but  not  Defeated

The  news  spread  quickly:  most 
of  the  GCN  staff  members  heard 
that  their  workplace  had  been 
reduced  to  ashes  even  before  the 
fire  was  put  out.  That  information 
didn’t  reach  GCN  through  any  of¬ 
ficial  channels,  however.  No  fire 
marshal  notified  the  managing  edi¬ 
tor,  there  was  no  call  from  the 
landlord.  Instead,  a  member  of  the 
fire  department,  who  is  also  a 
member  of  Dignity  (the  gay 
Catholic  group)  heard  the  alarm 
come  in.  Recognizing  the  address, 
he  called  a  friend  of  his,  who  called 
someone  from  GCN,  who  called 
someone  else.  .  .  . 

“We  really  are  everywhere,” 
mused  GCN’s  attorney  Cindy  Riz¬ 
zo  as  she  heard  that  story  re¬ 
counted.  It  was  one  of  the  many 
little  moments  that  helped  lift  and 
dissipate  the  heavy  cloud  of  doom 
and  helplessness  which  had  begun 
the  day. 

It  was  lunch  hour  in  the  finan¬ 
cial  district  by  the  time  firefighters 
were  rolling  up  the  hoses.  So  many 
people,  after  gaping  at  the  black¬ 
ened  windows,  approached  Pro¬ 
motions  Manager  Maxine  Feld¬ 
man  with  offers  of  help  (“Total 
strangers!”  exclaimed  Maxine) 
that  someone  —  another  stranger 
—  had  to  give  her  a  notebook  to 
write  down  their  names. 

Support  and  assistance  were  im¬ 
mediate  and  plentiful.  By  mid¬ 
morning,  three  publications  had 
offered  GCN  free  workspace.  The 
printer  would  give  us  credit;  the 
typesetter  wouldn’t  charge.  By 
midafternoon,  two  local  bars  had 
offered  to  put  on  benefits  and 
another  benefit  was  in  the  works 
for  New  York.  Plenty  more  will  be 
necessary. 

Those  who  had  headed  down¬ 
town  to  the  what-do-we-do-now 
meeting  wondering  if  the  paper 
could  still  exist  soon  found  that 
the  relevant  question,  in  fact,  was 
whether  we  could  get  together  an 
eight-page  or  a  twelve-page  issue 
in  one  day.  “Nobody’s  giving  in, 
nobody’s  defeated,  nobody’s  even 


particularly  depressed,”  remarked 
News  Editor  David  Morris. 
“ GCN  burned  down  this  morn¬ 
ing,”  announced  another  staffer 
to  a  new  arrival.  She  allowed  him 
perhaps  five  seconds,  then  con¬ 
tinued,  “Now,  pick  up  your  jaw 
and  get  to  work.” 

The  tremendous  amount  of 
work  to  be  done  masked  (perhaps 
sublimated  is  more  accurate)  a 
widespread  sense  of  shock,  but  it 
surfaced  periodically.  “I  didn’t 
know  whether  to  cry  or  throw  up 
when  I  saw  it,”  recalled  one  vol¬ 
unteer  to  local  reporter  Larry 
Goldsmith  as  they  walked  away, 
“so  I  didn’t  do  either.” 

“I  know,”  remarked  Larry. 
“It’s  like  someone  died.”  They 
walked  on  in  silence  for  awhile. 

“Oh,  my  pink  hat!”  remember¬ 
ed  the  first  person  in  an  agonized 


realization.  “The  one  with  the 
netting  on  the  front,  that  said 
‘press.’  It  was  on  my  desk.” 

“See?”  sighed  Larry.  “This  is 
going  to  go  on  for  months.” 

There  were  some  memorable 
sights:  members  of  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment,  their  work  finished,  thumb¬ 
ing  through  the  smoky  and  water¬ 
logged  remains  of  Glad  Day  book¬ 
store’s  more  explicit  offerings, 
pointing  and  gawking.  The  ag¬ 
gressive  television  news  reporter 
who,  having  grilled  GCN,  Fag 
Rag  and  Glad  Day  represen¬ 
tatives,  was  now  on  the  phone  to 
the  cops:  “What  do  you  mean,  no 
comment?”  she  demanded.  “In 
my  entire  career  as  a  reporter 
you’ve  never  had  no  comment. 
The  gay  community  says  they 
don’t  trust  you.  Doesn’t  that

homes  for  gays 

To  the  Editors: 

About  six  months  ago,  I  accepted  three  gay 
Cubans  as  tenants  in  my  house.  They  were  part  of 
the  gay  refugee  population  driven  out  of  Cuba  by 
homophobia.  They  were  brought  to  Boston  by 
gay  groups  and  church  groups.  I  was  a  bit  nervous 
about  taking  them  because  I  had  read  some 
frightening  things  about  gay  Cubans  in  both  the 
straight  &  gay  press.  They  had  difficulty  finding  a 
place  to  live  because  of  the  bad  publicity  and  be¬ 
cause  of  Boston’s  notorious  racism.  Because  they 
were  facing  the  winter  without  housing,  I  took 
them  in  without  knowing  much  about  them.  1 
think  it  is  important  for  us  to  learn  that  gay 
Cubans  can  be  wonderful,  peaceable,  conscien¬ 
tious  members  of  our  community.  My  three  gay 
Cuban  tenants  paid  their  rent  punctually,  re¬ 
decorated  their  apartment  and  kept  it  spotless, 
and  have  been  quiet  and  helpful  at  all  times.  Now 
they  must  move  again.  Because  of  debts  due  to 
my  trial  earlier  this  year,  I  must  sell  my  house. 
The  buyer  has  stipulated  that  the  apartment  be 
vacant  before  the  house  is  sold.  Since  the  Cubans 
speak  little  English,  1  have  been  trying  to  help 
them  find  a  new  apartment.  Three  times  we  have 
encountered  obvious  prejudice  from  landlords 
who  refused  to  rent  to  them.  These  three  gay 
Cubans  are  responsible  people.  One  was  a  pre¬ 
school  teacher  in  Cuba,  one  was  a  member  of  the

I’ve  given  lots  of  thought  to 
what  it  means  for  us  to  be  here  — 
that  we’ve  seized  the  Boston  Com¬ 
mon  for  a  day;  that  we’ve  got 
everybody  represented  here: 
young  and  old,  male  and  female, 
whites  and  people  of  color;  that 
for  one  great  day,  no  one  cause 
within  the  gay  community  takes 
precedence  over  any  other.  And, 
that  with  any  luck  at  all,  the  so- 
called  Moral  Majority  is  watching 
our  every  move  in  absolute  horror. 

Obviously,  we’re  doing  some¬ 
thing  right.  In  the  past  decade,  for 
the  First  time  in  two  thousand 
years,  it’s  become  possible  to  live  a 
gay  life  from  the  cradle  to  the 
grave — and  to  do  it  with  pride. 
That’s  incredible  progress,  and  a 
chilling  message  to  anyone  who 
says  protest  and  hard  work  don’t 
help. 

We’ve  survived  the  New  Right’s 
community-busting  scare  tactics. 
They  make  a  lot  of  noise  about 
brotherhood,  about  family  —  but 
put  the  brother  in  Moscow  or 


Prague,  make  one  of  the  family  a 
lesbian  —  the  song’s  over.  It’s 
empty  rhetoric.  A  proud  commun¬ 
ity  that  values  difference  is  a  lot 
stronger  than  any  single  phil- 
osopher-king-T.V.  preacher,  and 
they  know  it;  and  obviously,  so  do 
we. 

For  gay  and  lesbian  youth,  the 
strength  of  our  community 
depends  on  our  right  to  choose  our 
futures.  We’re  at  a  time  in  our  lives 
when  we’ve  got  a  lot  of  decisions 
to  make:  about  careers,  about  sex¬ 
uality,  about  lifestyles.  Obviously, 
we’re  not  going  to  grow  up,  get 
married,  have  2.3  children,  and 
move  to  a  New  Jersey  suburb. 
What  are  we  going  to  do? 

First,  we’ve  got  a  lot  of  work  to 
do.  For  example,  the  schools  could 
be  a  lot  safer.  Kids  can  be  pretty 
cruel  to  anyone  who  seems  differ¬ 
ent,  and  in  the  case  of  their  gay 
classmates,  the  school  administra¬ 
tions  back  them  up.  That  kind  of 
stuff  has  to  stop. 

Second,  we’re  trying  to  become 
a  valid,  visible  presence  in  the 


community.  A  lot  of  straight  peo¬ 
ple  have  tried  to  tell  us  we  have  no 
right  to  decide  we’re  gay  until 
we’ve  gained  some  maturity  and 
perspective,  a  gain  that  apparently 
comes  the  same  day  as  your  21st 
birthday.  Ridiculous!  Some  gays 
and  lesbians  still  can’t  conceive  of 
a  14  year  old  woman  coming  out  as 
a  lesbian.  But  it  happens.  Because 
we’re  young,  we’re  invisible.  We 
aren’t  at  the  bars,  and  a  lot  of 
organizations  legally  can’t  deal 
with  us.  But  we  are  here. 

We’re  raising  a  lot  of  questions: 
about  ourselves,  about  the  future 
of  the  gay  and  lesbian  communi¬ 
ties.  In  a  strong,  unified  commun¬ 
ity  like  the  one  we  see  today,  we’ve 
got  a  safe,  but  challenging  place  to 
find  some  answers. 

A  few  things  we’ve  found  are 
important: 

•  Retain  a  sense  of  indignation. 
The  problems  of  being  gay  aren’t 
ours.  They  belong  to  someone  else 
who  happens,  for  now,  to  have  the 
legal  and  social  backing  to  dump 
them  in  our  laps.  We  don’t  have  to 


take  it. 

•  Come  out  and  keep  coming  out. 
It’s  the  best  way  we’ve  got  of  let¬ 
ting  the  world  know  we’re  tough 
and  proud  enough  to  take  a 
chance,  and  the  only  way  to  find 
the  job  of  being  open  with  people 
we  love. 

•  And  remember,  if  we  want 
change  we  can  get  it.  As  gays  and 
lesbians  we  can  either  settle  for  a 
hostile  and  self-destructive  world, 
which  is  a  cop  out;  or  we  can  keep 
working  to  change  things  maybe  in 
small  ways  at  First,  to  make  it 
possible  for  everyone  to  be  what¬ 
ever  they  can  be  which  is  anything. 

Rita  Mae  Brown  said  it  best: 
“Everything  is  possible.  Pass  the 
word.” 

The  preceding  was  a  speech  de¬ 
livered  at  this  year’s  Boston  Les¬ 
bian  and  Gay  Pride  Rally.  Kate 
Silver  is  a  member  of  Boston  Area 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Youth 
(BAGLY).

weeks  ago. 

Boston  Fire  Department  of¬ 
ficials  were  unusually  tight-lipped 
about  the  blaze,  except  to  say  that 
the  fire  was  under  investigation  by 
the  arson  squad.  Lt.  Henry 
Hickey,  a  spokesperson  for  the  ar¬ 
son  investigators,  declined  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  investigation  and  refused 
to  say  when  the  conclusions  would 
be  available.
